Excisions: Excisions Recommended But Not Made 

Reasons for excisions: 

Five excisions are required to remove forceful oral intercourse in the first two sex scenes 
of the DVD's feature. This conduct is degrading, demeaning and dehumanising to the 
women involved and the camera angles used to film this activity accentuate the women's 
subservience. 

Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The DVD Fresh Young Asses is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The DVD is an explicit adult sex publication primarily targeted at heterosexual adult men. 
It contains a feature that is just over two hours long. Two sex scenes include lengthy 
incidences of forceful oral intercourse that have a subsequent strongly degrading effect on 
the woman involved. With this conduct included in the DVD, the publication is likely to 
lead to the development of negative attitudes amongst adult viewers towards women, 
gender roles and intimate relationships. To avoid an objectionable classification the 
Classification Office recommended five excisions to remove the most degrading conduct 
from the DVD. 

In response to the Classification Office's recommendation for excisions, the distributor 
submitted an excised version of the DVD on three separate occasions, none of which had 
excisions made to the satisfaction of the OFLC. The extent of strong degrading conduct 
towards women on all three excised versions made it likely that their availability would be 
injurious to the public good. 

The classification of this publication interferes with the freedom of expression as set out in 
section 14 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. This decision is prescribed by law, 
however, and represents the minimum interference with the freedom of expression that is 
consistent with preventing likely injury to the public good. The decision is, therefore, 
demonstrably justified in any free and democratic society. 
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
